Daniels each year since 1913.

four years. Mr. Daniels did not make 
public the board's recommendations 
when his own annual report was re- 
leased, although it was attached to 
the document as it went to the Pres- 
ident. 


Mr. Daniels did not himself recom- 


mend any building program, with- 
holding this for later presentation.

Indianapolis, Dec. 9.—The gen- 


eral committee of the United Mine 
Workers of America, meeting 
here to consider President Wil- 
son's proposal for ending the 
strike of bituminous coal miners, 
adjourned tonight at 6:30 o'clock 
without reaching an agreement. 
The committee will meet again to- 
morrow morning at 9:30 o'clock. 


The miners had been in con- 


tinuous session since 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, when John L. Lewis, 
acting president of the mine 
workers organization, presented 
;he proposal of President Wilson 
to end the strike, which began 
more than five weeks ago. 


"I have nothing to say," said Mr. 


Lewis after the adjournment, except 
hat we still have the matter under 
consideration and will meet again at 
!:?0 tomorrow morning."

Miners Demand Convention Action. 


After the miners adjourned this 


evening, it was reported that a big 
factor in the opposition to acceptance 
of the President's .proposal waa .the.

an agreement to end the strike 


It was pointed out that the last gen- 


iral convention, held in Cleveland, 
ormulated the demands to be pre- 
ented the operators and voted that in 
he event they were refuged that a 
trike should be called.

High Union Official Predicts 


Settlement of Coal Strike Today 


Indianarolii, Dec. J.—Settlement of the strike of coal miners to- 


morrow confidently nas predicted late tonight by a high official of 
the United Mine Workers ot America. It was declared that the con- 
servative element waa in the majority and that an agreement on the 
President's proposal for termination of the controversy waa only a 
question of how long it would take to hear the arguments of all 
representathes who wished to speak. 


This official, who strongly favors acceptance of the new plan for 


ending the strike, spoke enthusiastically of the fight made for adop- 
tion of the proposal by Acting President John L. Lewis and Secretary- 
Treasurer William Green, of the miner*' organization, at today's meet- 
ir.g of the general committee of the miners, at which the plan was 
presented. 
This light, he said, was continued after adjournment of 


the conference at 6.30 o'clock tonight, and It was believed that more 
than sufficient strength was mustered to vote down the radical ele- 
ment when the committee reconvenes tomorrow. 
Consideration of 


the question will be resumed at 9:30 o'clock in the morning. 


"Mr. 
Lewis and Mr. Green," he said, "whole heartedly accepted 


the proposition made them by President Wilson and entered into the 
fight for Its adoption by the miners with all their strength. 
Settle- 


ment of the controversy, when it comes, will be greatly dua to their 
efforts, and it is only justice to them to give them credit for their fight. 


"The conservative element, which favors acceptance of the plan, 


is clearly in the majority, and there, is no question of the final out- 
come." 


It also was learned that four extended caucauses in which so- 


called radicals of Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and western Pennsylvania 
participated, were held tonight. Except that plans were made for 
continuing the Tight against adoption of the strike settlement plan, 
nothing could be learned of the proceedings. 


The radicals, it become known late tonight, made thtlr first at- 


tempt to defeat or postpone settlement of the strike by introduction 
today of a motion to take the matter from the hands of the general 
committee and submit it to the locals of the organization for a refer- 
endum vote. This motion was voted down and is believed to demon- 
strate the- strength, of the Lewis-Green supporters and foreshadow 
acceptance of the President's plan when It comes to a final %-ote.

CATHEDRAL SUFFERS 


NHaUT DAMAGE 


Cardinal Lucon Says Reims Art 


Works Easily Can Be 


Restored. 


After all, the Reims cathedral has 


not suffered from German bombard- 
ments and fire so much as was at first 
supposed. Cardinal Lucon has told * 
representative of the Paris Intran-* 
slgeant. The cardinal announced that 
divine service wonld be resumed In 
tbe cathedral from November 1, but 
the holy office will be restricted to the 
altar of tbe Virgin and the ambula- 
tory around It. These will accommo- 
date only about 1,500 persons. 


The interviewer describes how be 


met the cardinal at Reims in a slmpls 
furnished apartment of tbe arcblepls- 
copal palace, with a shell hole In the 
•wall. Cardinal Lucon. despite his sev- 
enty-seven years, still is hale and alert 
and he is an optimist. 


"Destroyed, my cathedral? 
Why, 


no," he said. "The damage Is much 
more easily reparable than la generally 
believed. A few ancient parts. It Is 
true, cannot be replaced, but the 
beauty of tbe cathedral lay, first In 
Its stained glass, secondly In Its sculp- 
tures and third in Its statuary. 


"Of the stained glass, nine-tenth* 


has been saved and brought to Paris. 
The remaining tenth can be restored 
by specialists, with the aid of much 
patience and s great number of col- 
ored photographs we have. As re- 
gards the sculptures, we shall use the 
numerous molding!" we have of them. 
Many have had to he restored anyway 
in the course of centuries, such as for 
instance, the large piece representing 
the Assumption. That was restored In 
1875. 


"As for the statuary, we have mold- 


ings that it will be easy to reproduce 
the damaged parts. The pillars, with 
their ornamented capitals, have suf- 
fered little, only the two side door- 
ways have been badly damaged by 
fire." 


"Was there not some talk of leav- 


ing tbe cathedral as It wast* the re- 
porter asked. 


"If the evidences of Teutonic.barbar- 


ity had to he preserved. let them be 
kept to s private museum," replied the 
cardinal gravely.

WHY WAR WHEW VOTE MAN 


WlUard li Yager Heads lotcrestiug 


Paper on Conflicts Between Indtouw 
and Early Settlen In America. 
A meeting of the Fortnightly club 


vtas held last evening at the home of 
Rev. 
Dr. B. M. Johns on Chestnut 


street. There was a large attendance 
and much inteorst was manifested In 
the paper which was by Wlllard 
E. Yueer, well-known as a leading 
authority on the history of the Red 
Man in America. Already, as Is well- 
known, Mr. Yager has Issued two 
monographs, parts of a comprehen- 
sive work, which ha\e to do with 
"Medicine in the Forest," and "The 
Indian in War." The paper read last 
evening v.as entitled "Why War With 
the White Man," and is the fourth 
and concluding section of the Intro- 
duction. 


In his address, which had the close 


attention which a paper BO compre- 
hensive ar.d so fair In statement de- 
manded, Mr. Yager set clearly forth 
the conditions under nhich the lands 
of the Red Man were acQUlred l>y 
the white settlers in practically every1 
state and in every century up to the 
present—the deliberate virongs which 
were inflicted, the meagtc prices paid, 
the advantages taken in drawing of 
agreements which the Indian did not 
understand, the failuie of the whites 
even to make good the bargains 
which so largely in the Ta\or of the 
latter had been made 


Forced removal of the Indians was, 


in the language of the speaker, bad 
enough, but there was also extermina- 
tion which rah along with it. as has 
within recent years been the case in 
Belgium, 
Dark as is the page of 


English history which treats ot the 
opium trade forced upon China, our 
own record of the liquor traffic with 
the 
Red 
Man was 
more scan- 


dalous. A clean, wholesome people 
debauched by dlrnk provided by the 
whites, sold their birthright for less 
than the mess of pottage, and when 
they came to realize what had befal- 
len it was not strange that thej 
should rise in revolt against the keen 
trading white folks wh«m nghtlj 
enough they regarded as cause of 
their miseries 


Summed up in a single sentence, 


Mr. Yager holds that persistent land 
piracy, expatriation under circum- 
stances of extreme cruelty and the 
murderous liquor traffic were the chief 
causes of Indian wars; and in his 
concluding pages he draws up a 
scathing arraignment of the whites 
who until Mr. Yager took up the. 
study of Indian annals in a spirit of 
fairness (juite unknown In the earlier 
days, had the field pretty much to 
themseUes historically. 


"I wonder," said the speaker in 


conclusion, "nor am at all times free 
from the fear which beset an old 
chronicler of New Ketherland, 'Lest 
at the last day tfiey stand up against 
us.' For not dying Philip alone, but 
Fontiac, Tecumseh, Osceola—the pa- 
triots of later days; Little Crow of 
the Sioux, Black Kettle of the Chey- 
enne, and still a greater number I 
need not name—many indeed name; 
less—yet each and all of whom might 
have cried with immortal John HUBS, 
as he shriveled at the stake- 'A hun- 
dred years and you shall answer for 
this you do, before God and before 
me.'

Was ever a 
finer stand for the right?" 


At the conclusion ot this notable 


address, which was a fine foretaste of 
the volumes later to appear, there 
was the usual hour of Interesting dis- 
cussion, after which light refresh- 
ments were served and* adjournment 
was taken at the customary hour.

HISTORY INVOLVED IN SUIT 


Question Engrosses Attention of Law* 
yers, Oil Men, Land Owner* and 


Federal and State Officials—Glvea 


History of Wichita Claim. 


Austin, Tex.—Seldom lias a case 


been filed in American courts In which 
hlrtory has been Involved to tho ex- 
tent that It is In the question of the 
ownership ot the channel of the Red j 
rifer, beneath the bed of which are 
valuable oil deposits. 


This question has been engrossing 


the attention of la\ . ers, nil men. land 
owners and federal and state odiciuls. 
The state of Texas claims ownership 
In the bed of the river to the center 
of the channel, while the federal gov- 
ernment and the state of Oklahoma 
oppose the claim of Texas under the 
terms of the treaty of Spain in 1819. 
by which the northern boundary of the 
Spanish dominions in Texas WHS desig- 
nated as the south bank of the Red 
river. 


The federal authorities hold - that 


:he ownership of the Red river bed 
areas In dispute belong to the Indian 
tribes w> ch owne"S the adjacent res- 
ervations, and the state of Oklahoma 
maintains) that, as a meandering 
stream, the bed of the Red river IB 
state property and should be leased 
'or the benefit of the state school fund. 


Another Claimant. 


Joseph B. Thoburn, secretarV of the 


Oklahoma Historical society, has ad- 
vanced the suggestion that there Is 
still another claimant to the owner- 
ship of the oil bearing area of the 
channel of the Red river, namely, the 
Wichita Indians. Mr. Thobnrn In the 
conrse of an extended statement says: 


"Older than any of the claims of 


ownership which are 
now being 


pressed for the possession of the oil 
tearing areas ot the channel of the 
Rea river—older than any claim of 
:he State of Texas by rights derived 
'rom Mexico or Spain, and older than 
any claim of the State of Oklahoma 
or of the United States which may 
lave been derived from 
France 


:hrongh the purchase'of Louisiana— 
s the •'Jght of the aboriginal owners 
of tbe land on both sides of the river, 
and these are the people of the Wich- 
ita tribe of Indians. 


"The ancestors of the Wichita In- 


dians have lived In Oklahoma and ad- 
jacent states for a thousand years, and 
for approximately five hundred years 
past they have occupied the country 
on both sides of the Red river in that 
part of Its course where it traverses 
the Burkburnett oil fields. In nslng 
the word 'occupied* Irf this connection, 
I do so advisedly, for these people 
bave always been sedentary in their 
habits, living In fixed villages and de- 
pending largely upon the cultivation 
of the soil for their subsistence. 


"The rights of the Wichita Indians 


to the ownership of these lands has 
never been extinguished by purchase, 
exchange or otherwise, though state 
and federal governments have seem- 
ingly proceeded on the theory that no 
such right ever existed. From the time 
ot its foundation the federal govern- 
ment has always paid doe regard, at 
least In form, to the extinguishment 
of title to lands which were claimed 
by the several Indian tribes tinder ab- 
original occupancy. The one exception 
d thla has been that of the Wichita 
Indians, who lived in the npper Red 
river country, between the Canadian 
and Brazos rlvirs.

council at St. Louis with William
